(b) Glendining & Co. do not accept responsibility 
for the authenticity, attribution, genuineness, 
origin, authorship, date, age, period, condition 
or quality of any lot, unless they have been 
instructed in writing by the vendor so to certify, 
and in such case the Auctioneers do so as 
agents of the vendor and are not themselves 
responsible for such claims.

. Roy Neville Playfair Hawkins, who died on 6th March, 1987, is best remembered for 
his work on tokens, checks and jetons, published over the years in Seaby’s Coin and 
Medal Bulletin. Indeed, this life’s work, expanded into a 1,000-page volume, will soon 
be published by A. H. Baldwin & Sons Ltd. as the “Dictionary of Makers of British 
Metallic Tickets, Checks, Medalets, Tallies and Counters, 1788-1910". 

His collecting, however, spanned a much wider area embracing world minor coins 
from the 16th to 20th Century. It must not be overlooked that the lots in the following 
pages come from a collection and thus contain very few duplicates. The books, very 
much a working library, also bear witness to wide numismatic interests. Here are the 
tools of a lifetime’s study, and also reminders of R.N.P.H.’s early interest in Coins. At 
least three volumes were awarded to him as school prizes while at Northampton School. 
ae the modest banknote collection is housed between the leaves of a school exercise 

ook. 

The working files on which R.N.P.H.’s published work is based are not here. These, 
in due course, will be presented by his family to Birmingham Museum to make them 
accessible to another generation of researchers. Amongst the vast array of coins and 
tokens in this catalogue (some 18,800 items) are many rarities, albeit mostly of modest 
value. The more spectacular or outstanding pieces are illustrated in the plates.
